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Funding cut 
for homeless 
charity as 
users rocket 
during crisis

A LEADING homeless charity says re¬ 
ferrals have rocketed by a staggering 93 
per cent in 2011 as the impact of 
the economic doom and gloom forces 
people out of their homes and into fac¬ 
ing a life on the streets. 

To add to the growing sense of crisis, 
Canterbury-based Porchlight, which 
works across Kent and Medway, is fac¬ 
ing a 75 per cent cut in funding from 
Kent County Council for next year. 

The news comes as a stark reminder 
at this festive time of the immense chal¬ 
lenges facing so many people, just to 
keep a roof over their heads. 

Porchlight spokesman, Mark Parry, 
explains: “The economic situation has 
meant financial pressures on people 
have increased and in many cases be¬ 
come desperate to the point things have 


boiled over and family relationships 
have completely broken down. 

“Add to that issues of mental health 
and drug or alcohol addiction and things 
quickly spiral out of control for many. 

“The build-up to the point of rough 
sleeping can take months or years, but 
when it happens it is very quick.” 

In a recent survey the charity found 
123 people sleeping rough on a typical 
night in Kent - but fear many more are 
without a permanent home and forced 
to spend nights sleeping on the floors of 
friends’ homes. 

It says the number of referals from so¬ 
cial services and those making contact 
has risen by 9 3 per cent in 2 011. 

However, there was some good news 
for the charity, after it confirmed it is 
getting a £250,000 grant from central 
government to help prevent new rough 
sleepers spending a second night on the

Fears of ‘stress and 
sickness’ for staff as 
council announces 
massive budget cut

KENT County Council set a gloomy 
festive tone this week after revealing it 
plans to slash almost £100million off its 
annual budget for 2012/13 - a much 
higher figure than first expected. 

And it means around 400 posts will 
be cut over the year, as part of the 1,500 
set to be cut over the next four years. 

Political opponents of the ruling Con¬ 
servative group say the cuts will partic¬ 
ularly hit young people, while piling ad¬ 
ditional stress and strain on those staff 
who do keep their jobs. 

The details of the budget were re¬ 
vealed on Tuesday morning at County 
Hall. 

The local authority says it is facing se¬ 
vere pressures from lower central gov¬ 
ernment grants and increased spending 
on its services. It maintains it will man¬ 
age its £2.2 billion budget by making 
efficiency savings which will not affect 
frontline services. 

Around £3 8m will be saved by em¬ 
ploying fewer staff, ending current con¬ 
tracts, managing buildings better and 
having fewer children come into care. 


A £14m grant from central govern¬ 
ment will, however, mean council tax 
bills will not be raised. 

The council has been hit by factors 
such as having to spend £2 2 m on im¬ 
proving children’s services after a dam¬ 
aging Ofsted report, spending £12m on 
vulnerable adults, supporting health 
improvements and inflation. 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “This 
budget will innovate and modernise the 
way frontline services are delivered and 
deliver substantial efficiencies. 

“We have to be focused on the pro¬ 
curement of services that we buy from 
putting tarmac on the roads to putting 
together care packages for the elderly 
and vulnerable. 

“We have to be very astute to insure 
we have sensible specifications and pro¬ 
cure them in the right manner. 

“We have to work with partnership 
organisations and the third sector, to 
pool a smaller resource in order to give 
totally coherent, joined up, public serv¬ 
ices with less money. 

“We also have to be careful on how 
we manage demand, for example not 
putting children into care unnecessar¬ 
ily and the elderly into residential care

if we can deliver good community sup¬ 
port programmes to people in their own 
homes.” 

The council says despite the re¬ 
ductions it will still invest £723m in 
capital infrastructure over the next 
three years. 

The money will be spent on schools 
and academies, public transport, social 
care and community facilities. 

The council also has £40m from the 
Regional Growth Fund for projects, in¬ 
cluding the business park at the Pfizer 
site in Sandwich. 

It will also be investing £20m in 
introducing superfast broadband 
around the county by 2014 and £34m 
on housing initiatives. 

John Simmonds, cabinet member 
for finance, said: “We have had to look 
very closely at our budget for the next 
year. Additional pressures mean we 


have had to make more savings than 
were first anticipated. 

“We have also had to take into ac¬ 
count government grant changes and 
the general rise in prices. We have been 
prepared for this and with good plan¬ 
ning we have once again found room to 
make efficiency savings and have made 
sure we are still protecting those front¬ 
line services needed by Kent residents.” 

Gordon Cowan for the Labour group 
in the council said: “This means even 
further cuts in services this year. The 
council are halving the budget in youth 
services for example, that must and will 
have an affect. 

“In the finance department alone 
there are 100 jobs going. Either they 
have been living the life of luxury 
in the past or now they are going to be 
so pressurised that there will be stress 
and sickness.”

streets. It is one of 19 communities 
across the UK to get a grant from the No 
Second Night Out fund. This is designed 
to identify and locate those who are 
forced to sleep on the streets - and 
ensure they are found some form of ac¬ 
commodation before the following night. 

Chris Coffey, strategic manager for 
outreach at Porchlight, said: "Porchlight 
will be working in partnership with the 


13 local authorities in Kent and Medway 
to create a reactive outreach service 
which will be responsive to those who 
are new to sleeping on the streets, 
supporting the principles of No Second 
Night Out. We will also be seeking vol¬ 
unteers to help us deliver this service." 

However, getting funding to support 
homeless people in the future looks 
increasingly difficult. 

Mr Parry added: "The service that 


the £250,000 will deliver is distinct 
from our current rough sleeper service 
as it will focus on new rough sleepers 
and preventing them from spending a 
second night on the streets as opposed 
to entrenched rough sleepers - those 
who have been on the streets for a 
significant amount of time. As it stands 
our current rough sleeper service is still 
being reduced by 75 per cent. 

"This grant runs from February 2012 


for 12 months and we hope it will be 
successful in significantly reducing the 
number of rough sleepers in the county. 

"Beyond that time we will continue 
to seek further funding to ensure we 
can sustain the level of rough sleeper 
support needed in the county."

Save all your kisses f 
sustainably-sourced

MISTLETOE orchards have declined by almost 90 
per cent across Kent since the 1950s - prompt¬ 
ing a major new campaign designed to give the 
kiss of life to the traditional crop. 

The National Trust and Natural England 
launched a bid two years ago to promote com¬ 
munity-run orchards amid fears they would 
disappear from the UK’s woodlands within 20 
years. 

Now it is urging anyone buying mistletoe 
to decorate their house over the festive 
season to ensure they are buying sustainably 
sourced home-grown mistletoe - and urging 
shoppers to ask sellers where the mistletoe has 
come from. 

Peter Brash, National Trust ecologist, 
said: “Mistletoe is part of our Christmas heritage 
and has a special place in a wonderful winter 
landscape. 

“It would be a sad loss if mistletoe disappeared 
all together from its heartland. We could end up 
relying on imports of mistletoe from mainland 
Europe for those festive kisses.” 

Meanwhile, Maidstone has been named in the 
top ten towns snapping up mistletoe in the UK 
according to supermarket giant Tesco. 



Southend is top, but the county town is get¬ 
ting loved-up by finding itself in position nine in 
the top 10 around the nation. 

Despite the decline in local production, Tes- , 
co says demand for the plant is already up 20 4 
per cent on last year. 

Tesco mistletoe buyer Sha- 
ma Mehan said: “Kent 
folk have a great repu¬ 
tation for being real fun 
lovers and Maidstone 
with all its at¬ 
tractions is the 
county’s most 
lively place. So it’s 
not hard to see ^ 
why mistletoe 
is so popular 
there. 

“We started sell¬ 
ing mistletoe in our 
stores two weeks 
ago and sales 
have been grow¬ 
ing steadily since 
then. However sales 
will be boosted this week as it is the start of the 
Christmas party season.” 

Other high mistletoe sales have been record- 


rmore

ed in Northampton, Blackpool, Coventry 
and Warrington. 

Swansea is where all the non¬ 
kissers live - it comes bottom of the 
nation, along with Mans¬ 
field, Reading, Scunthorpe 
and Walsall. 

While the origins of kiss¬ 
ing under the mistletoe are 
uncertain, one of the earliest refer¬ 
ences to the custom was made by 
American author Washington 
Irving in his novel of 1820, 
The Sketch 
7 1 Book Of 

G eoffr ey 
Crayon. 

In it he 
wrote: “The 
mistletoe is still hung 
up in farm-houses and 
kitchens at Christ¬ 
mas, and the young 
men have the privi¬ 
lege of kissing the girls 
under it, plucking each 
time a berry from the 
bush. When the berries are all 
plucked the privilege ceases.”

Turkey and porridge 

JUST under 1,300 people have been arrested by 
Kent Police in a festive crime crackdown against 
burglars, thieves, bail absconders and other 
criminals. 

Since December 1, a total of 1,295 have been 
arrested and 760 charges have been made so 
far in one of the toughest onslaughts by officers 
across the county. Many of those arrested will 
now be spending Christmas behind bars. The 
arrests follow a series of special operations. 

**Rail fares shoot up 

COMMUTERS discovered this week the extra 
cost of their rail tickets as the prices for 2012 
are confirmed. 

Southeastern said its fares were rising by an 
average of six per cent as of January 2. Its MD 
Charles Horton said: "Nobdy likes to see price 
rises, but over the Last few years successive 
Governments have moved more of the cost of 
running the railways away from the taxpayer 
and towards the people who use rail services." 

^MP hits out at turbines 

CANTERBURY MP Julian Brazier has called 
on the Government to block plans to extend 
the wind farm off the coast off Whitstable and 
Herne Bay, declaring he fears the coastline will 
be dominated by "rustling hulks". 

He has written to energy minister Charles 
Hendry opposing plans for an extra 10-17 tur¬ 
bines, closer to the shore. He cites fears over a 
lack of a decommissioning programme.

Christmas parties to prevent 
elderly from being left alone

A HOST of festive parties are 
to be staged after worrying 
new statistics revealed an in¬ 
crease in the number of elderly 
people in Kent preparing to 
spend Christams Day alone. 

Statistics from Age UK 
revealed some 2,000 pension¬ 
ers will be spending a lonely 
Christmas across the county. 

Now the charity intends 
to plug the gap by holding a 
number of special events. 

Lynda Rootes from Age UK 
in Maidstone said: "Families are 
now getting further away from 
each other, especially when 
children go out to find work. 

It's alright when parents are in 
their 50s but as they get older 
it may get harder for them to 
travel to where their families 
are. Also brothers and sisters 
often seem further away." 

To help counter the problem 


the charity arranges parties 
either just before or after the 
big day itself for their clients. 
Some 12 day centres organised 
parties in the area between 
December 16 and 22. 

Also, on Boxing Day a party 
is held at Brighter Futures in 
Maidstone with the help of Age 
UK minibuses if needed. 

Mrs Rootes said: "We have 
entertainment and songs. We 
need to make sure we accom¬ 
modate everyone's dietary 
needs for the dinners. 

"It's important that people 
have a nice time. They all go 
home with a present. People 


always say how much they 
have enjoyed it." 

The charity is also working 
hard to make sure older people 
make it safely through the 
winter. It is a chance for volun¬ 
teers and visitors to check on 
people's health and wellbeing. 

It comes as this newspaper 
continues to back the Surviving 
Winter campaign organised by 
the Kent Community Founda¬ 
tion. The scheme encourages 
over 60s who can afford it to 
donate their fuel allowance.

Cops probe ‘extreme cruelty’ 
after dog and sheep deaths 


POLICE say they are staggered at the ‘callous’ 
slaughter of 15 sheep in a field which they be¬ 
lieve were deliberately run over by a 4x4. 

A farmer discovered the sheep dead in a field 
in Wrotham on Monday morning. Examination 
of their bodies suggested the injuries had been 
caused by a 4x4 vehicle striking them. 

Police were called and those sheep that 
were not killed but seriously injured in the 
attack were put down. 

The sheep were found in a field off the A20 
London Road, opposite the Tower industrial es¬ 
tate. The field is owned by the St Cleres estate 
near Kemsing, although the sheep belong to a 
farmer from Sussex. 

The gate to the field had been opened and 
tyre tracks were found on the ground. Signifi¬ 
cantly, police found part of a black moulded 
bumper bar which a serial number proves 
comes from a Mark I Landrover Discovery. 

Neighbourhood policing team inspector, 


Adrian Allen, said: “If anyone knows someone 
with this type of vehicle that has sustained 
bumper damage or hears or knows anything 
that they think is relevant, they are urged to 
call the police. This is a terrible crime that has 
resulted in great pain, distress and suffering and 
it is difficult to imagine who could do such a cal¬ 
lous thing. We are keen to establish a motive for 
this attack as quickly as possible." 

■ Meanwhile, on the same day a Labrador dog 
was found dead in Mote Park, Maidstone with 
police describing its death as “an act of extreme 
cruelty". It had been deliberately killed. 

Inspector Tristan Stevens said: "To cause 
such suffering to a defenceless animal is cow¬ 
ardly and callous and we are keen to ensure the 
person responsible for this is arrested." 

Police are not linking the two incidents.

Samaritans 
easing the 
partygoers’ 


route

AS town centres see a boom in 
revellers over the festive sea¬ 
son, there is a force of good on 
the streets helping the inebri¬ 
ated and diffusing trouble. 

But rather than the police, 
the teams are Street Pastors 

- Christians offering a shoul¬ 
der to cry on, arranging a safe 
journey home and fulfilling the 
role of the Good Samaritan. 

Kent Police this week heaped 
praise on their efforts and called 
for more to be working the 
streets in addition to the seven 
towns in which they already 
operate across the county. 

Each Street Pastor, who has 
undergone a 50-hour training 
course costing £300, carries a 
special calling card with a host 
of numbers for support groups. 

What’s more, they are not 
permitted to discuss their faith 

- unless initiated by the person 
they are treating. 

It is the brainchild of London- 
based Rev Les Issac, director of 
the Ascension Trust. He said 
Street Pastors is an inter-de¬ 
nominational Church response 
to urban problems, engaging 


home 


with people on the streets to 
care, listen and talk. 

Set up in 2003, it has spread 
across the country to towns 
which have reported a reduc¬ 
tion in crime and violence 
when pastors are on patrol. 

Anne Jenkins, coordinator 
for Gravesend, is the only paid 
member of staff in the town. 

She said: “We talk to people, 
and sit with someone who is 
not well, either from drink or 
drugs, or another condition. 

“If it’s an emergency we call 
an ambulance. We offer wa¬ 
ter, or wrap them in a space 
blanket. We wait until a family 
member or friend comes to get 
them because often taxi drivers 
won’t take them. 

“Some people can become 
aggressive, but we are trained 
to walk away. However these 
incidents are rare.” 

Teams operate in Ashford, 
Maidstone, Tunbridge Wells, 
Gravesend, Medway, Sitting- 
bourne and Canterbury. 

Maidstone branch chairman 
Rev Jackie Cray said: “Recently 
one young girl was so drunk 
she could not walk properly 
and kept falling in the road, but 
didn’t want help. 


“Our patrol knew she was in 
trouble and kept picking her up 
out of the busy road to save her 
from any harm. They stayed 
back and only intervened to 
protect her from herself. 

“We also get to talk to sol¬ 
diers back from duty who are 
upset by the things they have 
seen. They just need to talk to 
someone who will listen. We 
provide a vital service.” 

Ashford coordinator Tom 
Pelham, minister for Ashford 
Baptist Church, added: “Our 
ethos is care, listen and help. 
We can offer first aid, water, 
blankets and flip flops for girls 
whose heels have snapped. 

“If people ask ‘what is a 
Street Pastor’ then we tell them 
we are volunteers from local 
churches and that we are there 
to care, listen and help. So if 
people ask, we will tell them 
our beliefs, but that is not the 
first principle.” 

In Tunbridge Wells, Angela 
Bacon is leaving the paid coor¬ 
dinator’s job to train as a Bap¬ 
tist minister. 

She said: “Some may think 
it’s not worth helping some¬ 
one who has got themself too 
drunk. But often in that state 
you hear their problems and 
giving them an ear, and a con¬ 
fident ‘hope it all works out for 
you’ can really help. 

“Sympathetic ears can be 
tough to find, especially at 3am 
on these very cold mornings.” 


^Fake toys are seized 

TRADING Standards officers in Medway have 
seized 38 fake look-a-like toys from a trader in 
Chatham featuring the trade marked images of 
children’s favourites Thomas the Tank Engine 
and Roary, The Racing Car. The goods were 
seized amid fears they could easily be confused 
for the real thing by parents and grandparents 
buying gifts in the run up to Christmas. A full 
investigation is now under way and the toys are 
being tested. 

^Britpop band in church 

THE Lightning Seeds have confirmed they will 
be performing in Ashford next year as part of 
their UK tour. The group who had a string of 
big hits during the 1990s and teamed up with 
comedians Frank Skinner and David Baddielfor 
football anthem Three Lions in 1996, will be 
performing at the new town centre St Mary’s 
venue on February 21. The venue is a church 
which under went a refurbishment to allow it to 
become a performance space too. 

^Tunnel all set for 2012 

A GIANT set of Olympic Rings has been unveiled 
on the entrance to the Channel Tunnel in France 
as the operator prepares to welcome thousands 
of sports fans into the UK for London 2012. 

The rings have been placed at the entrace of 
the tunnel in Coquelles, near Calais. During the 
Games next summer, visitors will be taken to 
St Pancras then jump on one of the high-speed 
Javelin services to Stratford. 


Chief Inspector Lee Russell 
of Kent Police said: “Our cops 
think they are great. They are a 
real positive presence, and help 
reduce incidents of crime and 
disorder in our town centres. 
That allows our officers to deal 
with other calls.”

Hospices bring hope 
in their darkest hour

ON A bitterly cold winter’s day 21 
years ago, Graham Perolls wit¬ 
nessed a young man die. 

He saw the agony of his final 
hours suffering from cancer with¬ 
out the drugs we take for granted 
to ease the suffering. 

It was a moment which would 
change his life. And one which, all 
these years later, still haunts and 
motivates him. 

“He was moaning with pain,” 
remembers Mr Perolls, now 61. 
“The doctor in the hospital said he 
wished he could do more but there 
was no morphine. I knew then that 
I must do something to help.” 

The hospital was in Brasov in Ro¬ 
mania. The visit was in 1990, just 
months after Nicolae Ceaucescu’s 
oppressive Communist regime had 
been toppled, and the people of Ro¬ 
mania were suffering. 

For Graham Perolls it was a mo¬ 
ment he could not ignore. 

Born and bred in Dartford and 
now living in Tunbridge Wells, in 
1980 he had 
watched his fa¬ 
ther, Norman, 
slip away with 
a terminal ill¬ 
ness, soon after 
the death of his 
mother, Ellen. 

Impressed with 
the palliative 
care his father 
had received, he 
set up a hospice 
charity, the El- 
lenor Founda¬ 
tion, dedicated to 
providing pallia¬ 
tive care and to 

easing the suffering of those in the 
final stages of life. Today it is a mul¬ 
ti-million pound operation which 
continues to provide a vital service 
across north Kent. 

Yet it was his experience of Ro¬ 
mania - developed through a love 
of the country after first visiting it 
some 36 years ago - which burned

strong in his heart. This was fuelled 
with lasting friendships formed by 
a series of chance events during the 
mid-1970s. 

He explained: “In 1975 a friend 
and I went on a week’s holiday 

- we thought we were going to go 
to Spain or Portugal, but it ended 
up that the travel agent couldn’t 
find us something for that week 

- so they said what about a week in 
Transylvania? 

“We just thought it sounded like 
a bit of an adventure. On that first 
visit we got lost and had a chance 
meeting with someone who showed 
us back to the hotel and then in¬ 
vited us to meet their family. Our 
friendship started from there. 

“I got married in 1984 and five 
years later I took my wife, we had 
three children by then, to visit. It 
was the January before the Decem¬ 
ber revolution. 

“That was when Romania was at 
its very worst. You could see people 
queuing for bread at 4am. It was a 
very desolate place, very cold. 

“What I remember most was 
the Communists dancing the night 
away in a hotel 
at a ski resort 
which people in 
the town were 
almost starv¬ 
ing.” 

But in De¬ 
cember 1989 
Ceaucescu was 
finally over¬ 
thrown follow¬ 
ing the fall of the 
Iron Curtain. 

Explains Mr 
Perolls: “I went 
back a few days 
after the revo¬ 
lution to see if 
my friends were okay - we’d seen 
pictures on the television of the 
orphans and the institutions. And 
because of my involvement in hos¬ 
pices I asked to see the facilities 

- which is when I saw that young 
man die in terrible pain. 

“I wasn’t thinking of starting a 
hospice -1 thought it better to tar¬

get the help rather than just send 
teddy bears. It started from there.” 

In 1991, the trustees of the El- 
lenor Foundation agreed to back an 
appeal to raise funds and a Roma¬ 
nian appeal was launched. It would 
be the forerunner of the present day 
charity, Hospices of Hope. 

His ambition was to use his ex¬ 
perience of hospice care to provide 
vital assistance to those suffering 
terminal illness. 

Mr Perolls adds: “I knew I had 
people I could trust in Romania. 

“We trained one of the first 
nurses, we had a Romanian char¬ 
ity shop in Bexley in 1992 and that 



was the first funding. But the need 
was so huge - we had people beg¬ 
ging for help once they heard there 
was a team offering support that 
was free of charge. 

“The hardest thing in the early 
days was having to turn so many 
people away.” 


From small acorns - a conference 
in Brasov to raise awareness of hos¬ 
pice care - things quickly grew. 

Soon there were teams of ex¬ 
perts providing care in hospitals 
and homes and in 1997 a centre 
was opened - named after Princess

Diana - which has gone on to 
train more than 12,0 00 doctors 
and nurses in hospice care. 

Oliver Postgate, the late cre¬ 
ator of Bagpuss, who lived in 
Kent, even donated a six-figure 
sum to fund a children’s ward 
at its Brasov hospice. 

Hospices of Hope is now the 
leading palliative care charity 
and training centre in south 
east Europe - helping an esti¬ 
mated 15,000 terminally ill 
children and adults. 

In the UK, it has a chain of 
17 charity shops - headquar¬ 
tered in Otford, near Sevenoaks 
- and two coffee shops, staffed 
by volunteers working to ease 
the situation in Romania. 

And now, to mark the chari¬ 
ty’s 20th anniversary, it has 
launched a £750,000 appeal 
to build two new hospices in 
Romanian capital Bucharest. 

Yet despite all the progress, 
despite all the improvements in 
Romania - it joined the Euro¬ 
pean Union in 2007 - there are 


still significant social issues. 

“There have been a lot of 
changes since my first trip in 
1975,” reflects Mr Perolls to¬ 
day, “ a small segment of society 
has got very wealthy - a middle 
class is starting to develop - but 
probably 40 per cent of people 
are extremely poor. 

“We are raising awareness 
in Romania for people there to 
help, but it’s very slow.” 


However the efforts to raise 
money show no sign of slowing. 
For Mr Perolls it has become a 
mission and one he intends to 
continue to promote. 

He concludes: “It has been 
a huge privilege to transform 
people’s lives. It has its diffi¬ 
cult moments but overall it has 
been very rewarding.”

Fathers threaten chaos 
with cathedral protest

A ‘MILITANT’ fathers group is 
planning a high profile assault 
on Canterbury Cathedral over 
the festive season. 

New Fathers 4 Justice says 
it intends to cause “chaos” at 
the cathedral, as it prepares for 
its busiest time of the year and 
the traditional Christmas Day 
service conducted by the Arch¬ 
bishop, Rowan Williams. 

Police say they will be keep¬ 
ing a close eye on the site, while 
the cathedral said it wants to 
defend people’s freedom to pro¬ 
test, but not if it impinges on 
people’s right to worship. 

The campaign group follows 
in the footsteps of the Fathers 
4 Justice group - to which it is 
not connected - of staging high 
profile stunts over what it sees 
as unfair treatment for men 
over access rights to their chil¬ 
dren when parents separate. 

A spokesman for the group 
said: “We’re in Canterbury 
to send a message to Rowan 


Williams to listen. The church 
talks about being ‘in the name 
of the Father’ but they’re not 
prepared to discuss the issue of 
the father. 

“In the 21st century, dads 
deserve the right of automatic 
access after family breakdown 
unless the child is at risk, and 
not the present system that 
sends them into poverty, bro¬ 
ken court orders, depression, 
and a biased family court sys¬ 
tem shrouded in secrecy.” 

The group said: “Expect cha¬ 
os at Canterbury cathedral in 
the next few days.” 

It is part of their Dad-vent 
campaign of civil disobedience. 


A spokesman for the cathe¬ 
dral said: “If this group wants 
to come and see us, we will deal 
with it when they arrive. 

“They have their point of 
view. We will have thousands 
of people coming here and we 
hope New Fathers 4 Justice will 
not spoil their enjoyment of the 
cathedral services.” 

He added: “It is a balancing 
act between people having 
their right to protest and dis¬ 
rupting other people worship¬ 
ping and to enjoy Christmas.” 

Kent Police said: “We will 
keep an eye on any protest at 
the cathedral and take appro¬ 
priate action. ”

Mario and his 
video pals to 
visit seaside 
for inaugural 
gaming expo

A MAJOR video game exhibition is being planned 
for Kent next year - and if successful could be¬ 
come a major event on the annual technology 
calendar. 

GEEK 2012, which stands for Game Expo East 
Kent, promises to showcase vintage consoles with 
the latest cutting-edge machines when it takes 
place over five days in Margate in February. 

Machines from the past such as Spectrum, 
Commodore and Sega will line-up alongside the 
latest high-tech efforts from Nintendo, Sony and 
Microsoft, as well as a bank of networked PCs for 
multi-player action. 

There will also be classic arcade and pinball 
machines from the 19 70s up to the present day. 

And in addition to catching a glimpse of the 
earliest outings by characters such as Sonic the 
Hedgehog, Mario and Donkey Kong, there will 
be more than 150 playable consoles and games. 

It is being organised by staff at Marine Studios 
in Margate, with the main venue the Winter 
Gardens. 

Director Kate Kneale said: “This is a pilot and 
we would love to see this become a major annual 
event. Margate is the natural home for a video 
gaming festival and expo. 

“Despite the deprivation of the area in recent 
times its history is as a place to play; from the side¬ 
show illusionists to the arcades on the seafront, 
playing is a serious business in Margate and in 
the 21st century that means video gaming.

THE first book to tell the col¬ 
ourful history of Ramsgate har¬ 
bour has just been published. 

Author Michael Hunt said: 
“The last book about the har¬ 
bour was written 2 5 years ago 
and concentrated on its con¬ 
struction. My book looks at the 
bigger picture. It’s a whole his¬ 
tory of the harbour from medi¬ 
eval times to the present day.” 

Mr Hunt began writing A 
History of Ramsgate Harbour 
& Guide to its Existing Features 
when curator of the former 
Ramsgate Maritime Museum. 

He said: “It tells the story of 
the harbour right up to 2007, 
the aspirations, triumphs and 
failures of the harbour project 
and the people involved. The 
harbour has played an impor¬ 
tant role in British history. I’ve 
tried to give a sense of how sig¬ 
nificant that role has been, and 
explain the factors behind its 
development.” 

The book features the en¬ 
gineers and artisans involved 
in the harbour’s construction, 
and the politicians and mon- 
archs who influenced its devel¬ 
opment. 

Mr Hunt said: “I’ve also de¬ 
scribed the vessels that used the 
harbour, together with some of 
their more notable passengers 
and cargoes. 

“Its known from references 
that it was active as a harbour 
in Elizabethan times on a small 
scale. At that time it was just a 
small pier for fisherman. Fish¬ 
ing had been carried out in 
Thanet in conjunction with ag-

riculture from very early times. 
In fact the people of Thanet 
were described as amphibian 
at the time. 

“It wasn’t until the early 
part of the 18th century that 
the harbour as we know it 
had its beginnings. The admi¬ 
ralty and the merchant trade 
were looking for a harbour of 
refuge in the south east coast. 
The Channel is a rough piece of 
water and had its fair share of 
shipwrecks.” 

In 1748 a particularly bad 
storm showed how small ships 
that could shelter behind the 
existing pier could be protected 
from the weather. 

Mr Hunt said: “There was a 
lot of toing and froing between 
Sandwich and Ramsgate about 
which port should be developed 
but in the end Ramsgate was 
chosen and plans were drawn 
up to build the harbour. 


“Civil engineering in the sea 
was in it infancy and it was 
not until the 1770s that John 
Smeaton, who had built the 
Eddystone lighthouse, was 
employed to help build the har¬ 
bour and make it a success.” 

Smeaton built a cross wall; 
an innovation that he hoped 
would mean the harbour would 
never have to be dredged. The 
idea was the inner harbour, 
which is now a marina, would 
be a pool that would fill up at 
high tide. The water would 
then be let out through sluices 
to scour the harbour and keep 
it deep enough for ships. How¬ 
ever, the idea was never a com¬ 
plete success. 

Mr Hunt’s book also explores 
Ramsgate’s involvement with 
the Cinque Ports, the part the 
harbour played in both world 
wars and its long history as a 
cross-Channel port and the fer¬ 
ries that have taken passengers 
to Europe from its shores. 

He said: “It is surprising how 
early cross-Channel routes be¬ 
gan from Ramsgate. There was a 
packet ship crossing the Channel 
in the early 19th century, but be¬ 
cause of its distance from London 
it has always lost out to Dover. 

“I hope I’ve covered the life 
of the harbour in sufficient de¬ 
tail to interest history buff and 
general reader alike. The har¬ 
bour is one of the historic and 
architectural gems of Kent. It’s 
also the only harbour in the UK 
to bear the Royal appellation.”

Authority’s lasting legacy 


Chairman of the Kent Police Authority, Ann Barnes, reminds us how 
safe our county is, as the authority prepares itself for its final year 


I JOINED the Kent Police Au¬ 
thority in 2001, and was elect¬ 
ed as chairman in 2005. 

I, and the other members of 
the community who serve on 
the police authority, do so be¬ 
cause we are passionately com¬ 
mitted to improving policing 
in Kent and holding the police 
force to account for what they 
do and how they do it. We do 
it because we know it is criti¬ 
cally important. 

We are also the independent 
public voice, taking a whole of 
Kent approach, talking to the 
public up and down the county 
about their experiences of and 
their priorities for what is, after 
all, their police force. 

There has been considerable 
progress in policing in Kent too; 
Kent Police is one of the most 
successful police forces in the 
country, and as crime seems 
to be rising elsewhere it isn’t 
in Kent. This is because the 
Chief Constable and his team 


have a relentless focus on pur¬ 
suing criminals and keeping 
the streets safe. 

We appointed the chief, Ian 
Learmonth, in July 2010 and 
the no-nonsense approach he 
brings has turned a good police 
force into a great one. 

The context in Kent is a stark 
one of falling crime, rising 
public trust and confidence 
in the service the force deliv¬ 
ers, and the delivery of every 
efficiency and savings target 
that central government have 
required of us. Our savings 
plan, which covers four years, 
is bang on target. 

There will be elections in 
November 2012 for a sin¬ 
gle elected person to replace 
the police authority, and much 
of our work now is about 
ensuring a seamless transition 
to the new Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

When the Kent Police Au¬ 
thority closes our doors for the 


final time we will have left an 
impressive legacy for that per¬ 
son to build upon. 

It has been interesting to 
see that some in local govern¬ 
ment have sought recently to 
criticise the work of the author¬ 
ity, whilst making no mention 
of either our success or that of 
the force. 

One individual even com¬ 
plained that we were ‘anony¬ 
mous’ and we couldn’t effec¬ 
tively do our job. 

That is not what the evi¬ 
dence says; it is not what the 
independent policing watch¬ 
dog, Her Majesty’s Inspector¬ 
ate of Constabulary has to 
say; it is not what we hear from 
the public when go out and 
speak to them (and we talked 
to over 2,500 Kent residents 
on our most recent consulta¬ 
tion campaign). 

We don’t set out to domi¬ 
nate the airwaves or garner 
personal publicity for our own

ends. The actual business of 
policing is far too important 
for that. 

We get on with the job. 
And we deliver, time and time 
again. 

If you want to criticise our 
work you are welcome to. But 
do it on the facts, and do it in 
the interests of making polic¬ 
ing better in Kent rather than 
for personal reasons. 

Up until the election we 
will continue to work hard 
for Kent, and hold the force to 
account on your behalf. 

We are always seeking to 
improve the service provided 
to the public, making polic¬ 
ing both more efficient and 
more effective.

to deal with energy needs, it 
must take precedence over new 
forms of energy generation. 

Second; given the history of 
hydraulic fracking in the 
United States and elsewhere, 
there is no rational reason to 
take an optimistic view of this 
technique. The bans on 
hydraulic fracking in France, 
South Africa and Switzerland 
are in place as reasonable 
precautionary measures that 
the UK should follow. 

Thirdly; release of methane 
associated with fracking is a 
normal feature of this activity. 
This adds a potent greenhouse 
gas to our atmosphere. There 
is no reason to do this at all, 
given rising UK greenhouse 
gas emissions which need to be 
cut according to our own 
government and numerous 
scientific bodies. 

Finally, we can meet all our 
energy needs by a combination 
of energy efficiency and renew¬ 
able technologies as the Zero 
Carbon Britain reports have 
indicated. The available 
energy generation options are 
very varied and include: solar 
water heating, solar PV panels, 
ground source heat pumps, 
tidal and estuary mini¬ 
schemes and offshore wind 
turbines. We do not need to 
risk air or water pollution just 
to keep out of date polluting 
industries in business.

THE taxman has always been blamed 
for being quicker at taking your hard- 
earned cash than he is at handing it 
back - but there may be a Christmas 
present for some businesses this year. 

Following recent news that HM 
Revenue & Customs has owned up to a 
huge raft of errors in personal tax 
calculations, another batch of refunds 
could soon be on its way to individual 
taxpayers. 

However, business experts say don't 
hold your breath if you're a business 
that has erroneously overpaid PAYE and 
NIC. 

The fact that HMRC recognises you 
have overpaid doesn't mean you'll 
necessarily get a speedy refund, 
according to Keith Utton, practice 
manager at Sidcup accountancy 
McBrides Accountants LLP. 

Litton said: "You might well get one 
of those familiar Little blue notifications 
soon after the end of the tax year if you 
have indeed made an overpayment- 
and if it's by £50 or £75, that probably 
means you didn’t offset the online filing 
incentives against your PAYE payments. 

"However, more worrying are the 
bigger errors - some of which can run 
to thousands of pounds and date back a 
number of years - which often slip 
through the net." 

Even when overpayments are picked 


up, most employers are under the 
impression that any surplus indicated 
on the Employer End of Year Return 
(P35) will automatically be refunded. 
But Utton says this is not so. 

He said: "Unless you write and 
formally request a refund, nothing will 
happen. Even when you do write, it 
could be some time before you see a 
glimmer of your money on the horizon." 

HMRC has admitted that processing 
correspondence can take up to three 
months and you will most Likely receive 
a form quoting the P35 figures and 
total receipts in the year, with a request 
that you explain how the overpayment 
occurred. 

Here is some helpful advice from 
accountancy McBrides: 

• Firstly, ensure you pay the correct tax 
and NIC to HMRC each month. This 
may seem obvious, but not offsetting 
your recoverable Statutory Maternity 
Pay or Statutory Sick Pay is the most 
common error. 

• Always keep detailed records of 
PAYE due and amounts paid to 
HMRC, with a monthly reconciliation. 

• If you do discover an error during the 
year, increase or decrease your next 
payment to put things back into Line. 

• If you discover the error after the 
year end, submit your claim for a 
refund as soon as possible.

Wessex Archaeology, which 
has an office in Rochester, has 
worked behind the scenes on 
Time Team since the popular 
Channel 4 show first began 
in 1994. 

The firm is responsible 
for making sure all the pro¬ 
gramme’s trenches are prop¬ 
erly recorded and that a report 
is compiled at the end of a dig to 
present the results.

Charles Burden 


There is nothing 


like a dame 

Joe Bill finds out more about Life as the big woman of pantomime 



T HE pantomime dame is a British 
institution in the same way that 
cups of tea and brown sauce on a 
bacon sandwich have ingrained 
themselves into our society. 

In fact, men playing women 
dates back as far as Shakespearean times, when 
it was illegal for women to appear on stage. 

There are many such dames who appear 
alongside fading celebrities in the back-end of 
nowhere, wishing that pantomime season 
would continue all year round. Very few of 
them are ever remembered. 

But Charles Burden is not one of those. For 
more than 40 years, he has sauntered up and 
down theatre boards providing comedy, 
entertainment and festive magic to generations. 

Burden is at the Assembly Hall Theatre in 
Tunbridge Wells for this winter’s panto, 

Sleeping Beauty, flanking EastEnders’ Glynis 
Barber, but for years he was part of a famous 
double act. 

Alongside the late Maurice Moran, Charles 
Burden became showbusiness royalty, sharing 
stages with the legendary Morecambe and 
Wise, Arthur Askey, Jim Davidson, Ted Rogers 
and many more. But it was the true British 
panto that brought them to the stage and keeps 
Burden there four decades on. 

He said: “As a traditional form of British 
theatre, I was always interested in pantomime. I 
became half of a double act called Burden & 
Moran for 35 years. We specialised as the Ugly 
Sisters for the pantomime season and continued 
doing so. The rest of the year we presented a 
comedy illusion act working clubs and theatres. 

“I still love pantomime. Every year I look 
forward to the buzz while you’re waiting for the 
curtain to rise... listening to the reaction of the 
children in the audience as the show starts and 
working out what costumes to wear.” 

Now the disclosure of age is a dame’s 
prerogative, but in truth length of experience 
provides the best insight into a life on stage. 

He said: “I always use the five Ps. Proper 
Preparation Prevents Poor Performance. I make 
sure everything is in the right place before the 
pantomime starts. Shoes, wigs, costumes all in 
order ready for the dresser. With 12 costume 
changes, you cannot make any mistakes. 

“It’s just like putting a suit on to go to the 


office, but a bit more glamorous than your 
average office-wear. The costumes are the tools 
of the trade and although they are outrageous, 
glamorous and downright silly, it all goes to 
make for the fun of the pantomime.” 

Sadly, Moran passed away in 1994, leaving 
his long-time stage partner to continue 
entertaining the public. 


“My favourite pantomime memory has to be 
when I was doing Sisters with my stage partner 
at the famous City Varieties Theatre in Leeds,” 
said Burden. 

“Channel 4 decided to do a one-hour 
documentary about our career. It was great fun 
and we managed to do the whole hour in one 
take. That’s unknown in television comedy. 


“Every pantomime season brings with it lots 
of memories, places you visit and people you 
meet, and it’s always nice to meet up with 
artists you’ve worked with before.” 

For someone who has done countless shows 
and played countless roles, Burden has a very 
clear opinion on which is the best character and 
who was best at playing it. 

He said: “My favourite pantomime villain has 
to be Abanazar in Aladdin. Usually the baddie is 
completely over the top and gets to do his own 
thing. The dame and Abanazar get to do lots of 
business together, which adds to the fun. My 
choice of favourite actors playing baddies? 
Alfred Marks was one of the best Abanazars and 
Victor Spinetti the best King Rat.” 

Both pantomime and its audiences have 
transformed in the last 40 years, but Burden 
embraces the new technology and new jokes 
that are a part of modern stage performances. 

He said: “Pantomime has changed over the 
years. When I first started, transformation 
scenes were the talking point of the show. 

“The first-half finale would have four or five 
changes of scenery. Trapdoors were used, but a 
lot of modern theatres have omitted them from 
their designs, losing a bit of theatre magic.” 

But sets today still revolve and change before 
your eyes and create theatre magic. 

“A lot of filmed projection is used, some of it 
in 3D. Another thing that has changed is the 
male principal boy, not as traditionally played 
by a long-legged girl, much to the 
disappointment of the daddies in the audience.” 

Burden plays Nanny Glucose in Sleeping 
Beauty and will be drawing on his wealth of 
experience to get the festive audiences firing. 

He said: “Each pantomime has its own 
audience participation part. When I’m playing 
Widow Twankey, every time I sneeze, the 
audience shouts ‘Use your hanky Twankey’. In 
Sleeping Beauty there is audience participation 
planned, but I’m not giving away any secrets.”

Retro eatery is a nice place to dine 
but it won’t get you into a twitter 


ONCE upon a time, there was a sleepy little 
seaside town whose eating-out options were 
straightforward. 

There were the obligatory seafood outlets and 
a small helping of the other staple of English 
cuisine, the curry house. But then, over the last 
decade or so, its fortunes picked up and with an 
explosion of interest came a boom in eateries. 

For Birdies it represented something of a chal¬ 
lenge. A stalwart on the popular Harbour Street 
since the 1980s, it opted to remain steadfast in 
its offering, but having once arguably held the 
crown of the town’s finest food outlet, it has been 
a little surpassed by the newcomers. 

Yet, while the quality of food may have been 
eclipsed, it continues to fulfil a vital role. Not 
only is it the only place offering a touch of French 
cuisine, but the fact it is part of the fabric of the 
town means it carries more clout than most. 

And it remains a compelling proposition in a 
crowded market. On a chilly Friday night it is 
a gloriously warm and welcoming venue, the 
background music drowned by the purr of chat. 

The restaurant is something of a blast from the 
past compared with the new kids on the block, its 
walls lined with framed photographs and nick- 
nacks, a spirit bottle behind the bar shaped like 
the Eiffel Tower... Tables are tightly packed - too 
close in some cases - and the staff are swift.

The lighting is just right and the clientele’s age 
perhaps says much. There’s barely a person in 
there under the age of 40. It’s not the place to be 
seen, but it offers a comfortable environment. 

It’s not designer gourmet - the portions are 
generous and some of the subtleties of taste are 
perhaps a little lacking. But you will emerge hav¬ 
ing been well fed and enjoyed that all-important 
‘good experience’; an ingredient so many eater¬ 
ies forget amid the pomp and ceremony. 

However, there is scope for improvement - 
especially as the prices verge on the high. 

The mussels starter (£5.25) in wine-and- 
cream sauce was nice - a word that sums up the 


food - yet lacked sparkle. The other starter was 
warm bacon and avocado (£5), a sprawling dish 
sat on a bed of salad. The bacon was packed with 
taste and crunch, but the avocado was a little hard 
and without that creamy taste of a riper fruit. 

And while the main courses are a little expen¬ 
sive, lobster for £15 is far from extravagant, the 
portion generous and the sauce rich yet delicate. 
The chicken stuffed with prunes and in a mus¬ 
tard sauce (£14) was a touch over-cooked but 
remained moist and more than generous. 

Dessert brought a creme brulee that lacked the 
consistency of the best, while the crepe suzette 
(both £4.95) was so sweet that it should have 
come with a warning for any visiting diabetics. 

All of which makes it sound a little under¬ 
whelming. But food is only one part of the 
eating-out jigsaw and Birdies deserves a special 
place in Whitstable’s hall of fame. 

It’s not cutting-edge, but then it doesn’t pre¬ 
tend to be. Its food isn’t stunning, but it is tasty. 

A nice bottle of a New Zealand Sauv-ignon 
Blanc (£19.95) contributed to a total bill of £70 
for two... a decent deal. Don’t overlook it.

Councillor flying high after 
demolishing his old school

JEREMY Kite, chairman of Longfield and New 
Barn Parish Council, was given an opportunity 
by developer Ward Homes that most people 
can only dream of - he took part in the demolit¬ 
ion of his old school building on Main Road in 
Longfield. 

A former pupil at Axton Chase School, Cllr 
Kite was helped to bulldoze one of the classrooms 
at his old school, which is being removed to make 
way for new homes. 

Nearby Longfield Academy, opened in 2008, 
is a £2 5 million state-of-the-art secondary school 
and replaces the previous rundown school. 

Ward Homes is expected to be launching the 
new homes at The Chase in the new year. 

Cllr Kite said: “I thoroughly enjoyed knocking 
down part of my old school and wish to thank 
Ward Homes for allowing me to take part in the 
demolition. It must be any schoolboy’s dream. 

“Longfield Academy now has a brilliant new 
facility just down the road from the old site at the 
former Axton Chase School. 

“It is great to see the rundown building demol¬ 
ished to make way for a fantastic new school and 
some much-needed new housing.” 

Ward Homes is recycling 9 5 per cent of the old 
materials from the school building and reusing it 
during the building process. 

Much of the waste from the old school build-

ing will be used in the creation of new roads on 
the site or sorted and sent away to recycling 
centres.

Homes, said: “We take our recycling policy very 
seriously and will make every effort to ensure 
that everything that can be re-used is. 

“Even our site office here at The Chase is made 
from one of the former classrooms. 

“We have worked closely with the community 
in Longfield over the last few years and were 
happy to accommodate Cllr Kite when he re¬ 
quested to be part of the old-school demolition.” 

On schedule to launch in the new year, the 
development on Main Road will comprise 104 
four- and five-bedroom family homes.

Kia aims to truly optimise 
style in the Mondeo sector

WE’VE heard it before: “Kia makes an 
assault on the Ford Mondeo sector”, or words 
to that effect. 

Sadly, the car picked to go to war was a 
generation too early - the final incarnation of 
the Magentis (2006-2010) was frumpy to look 
at, dull to drive and not particularly cost- 
effective for fleet operators once depreciation 
came into play. 

But we now know that you can’t keep this 
ambitious Korean marque down for long and, 
building on a succession of excellent new 
generation models like the Ceed and the latest 
Picanto, Rio and Sportage, an all-new Mondeo- 
basher arrives early in 2012. 

And Kia has chosen a great name to replace 
the somewhat tarnished Magentis moniker - 
called the Optima, the new car both underlines 
high hopes Kia has for the car as well as what 
customers want to see. 

It has already won design awards and been a 
success in the USA - which may be one reason 
why it is several months late arriving here.

will launch with a lively yet economical 
134bhp 1.7-litre diesel, though a 168bhp 2.0- 
litre petrol is tipped to arrive in early summer. 

The jury’s out on whether UK drivers will 
later be offered the innovative petrol-electric 
hybrid that would be unique in its sector, 
being larger than the Toyota Prius or Honda 
Insight hybrids. 

Like the latest version of the Sportage SUV, 
the Optima should sell well on looks. It’s longer, 
sits lower and wider and looks far more stylish 
than most rivals - VW, for instance, made a 
mistake by simply warming over the previous 
Passat to create the latest model. 

The Ford Mondeo itself is also starting to look 
long in the tooth, leaving the Vauxhall Insignia 
as the Kia’s only credible mainstream rival on 
the styling front. 

The sleek design is no accident; it takes time 
to design a car and to create a template for a 
range of models, but Kia’s design chief Peter 
Schreyer - the man lauded for creating the 
original Audi TT - has now had time for his 
influence to show across the brand’s revitalised 
line-up. 

Kia interiors have also leapt in quality and 
design, as we will report soon in a road test of 
the Rio supermini. 


More than just 
a makeover for 
popular Mazda3 


THERE’S more than meets 
the eye about the revitalised 
Mazda3 now arriving in 
showrooms. 

The Japanese marque's 
best seller (£14,995- 
23,395) has had some nips 
and tucks for sure - notably 
to the front end - but the 
real surgery is beneath the 
skin where a good driver's 
car has evolved into an 
excellent one. 

Mazda says this has 
been achieved by revising 
underfloor reinforcement 
to boost rigidity, stability 
and composure, and cut 
road noise. 

The dampers have also 
been tweaked to cope with 
increasingly poor UK road 
surfaces, benefiting both 
comfort and driving 
precision, with the 
steering system also 
getting an upgrade. 

Combined, this makes the 
Mazda3 feel like a car from 
the class above, which has 
been the market perception 
for a while anyway despite 
the keen pricing. It even 
came first in the latest 
German JD Power 
customer satisfaction 


survey, beating that nation’s 
own perceived quality 
champion, the VW Golf. 

This appreciation can only 
get better as the Japanese 
marque pays more 
attention to cabin fixtures 
and fittings: facelift interior 
cosmetics include a higher 
quality dashboard with 
easier visibility. 

With a strong claim to 
being Japan’s sporting 
brand, Mazda has also 
extracted more from the 
new look Mazda3's 
powertrains and added an 
all-new and more sensible 
1.6-litre petrol auto model - 
replacing a thirsty 2.0-litre. 

The pick continues to be 
the 1.6-litre diesel though. A 
lightweight unit with 
115PS/113bhp on tap, it 
blends decent performance 
with excellent economy and 
tax efficiency and has a 
smooth six-speed gearbox. 

It makes it harder to laud 
the flagship 2.2-litre diesel- 
available with 185PS or 
150PS - which feels heavier 
and less flexible, though its 
easy and economical 
motorway cruising will 
tempt high mileage users. 
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What are 
winter tyres?

They're perfect 
for the depths of a British 
winter, European skiing 
trips, or countries where 
it's law to use them.

Move on Up!

VOLKSWAGEN is out to make city car motoring 
more fun and upmarket in the aptly named Up! 

Arriving in January, the new city car (£7,99 5- 
11,180) has a wheel about as far as it will go into 
each corner, giving the Up! the biggest possible 
cabin within its 3,540mm long on-road foot¬ 
print - it’s 285mm shorter than VW’s current 
baby, the Fox. 

And while this necessitates a fairly boxy pro¬ 
file, the Up! looks anything but dull thanks to a 
front end that appears to deliver a cheeky grin, 
plus a pronounced upwards kick to the rear win¬ 
dow line. 

It will also be cheap to run with zero or low 
road tax, galactic mpg and piffling insurance rat¬ 
ings ranging from IE to 2E. 

But with VW’s mainstream/premium position 
in the market, many would-be buyers won’t see 
themselves as trading down to get into this all- 
new offering. 

It certainly looks upmarket against its most ob-

vious rival, the Hyundai ilO, while it has youth 
on its side against the Toyota Aygo/Citroen Cl 
and Peugeot 106 sisterhood. 

The toughest competition will probably come 
from the Fiat 500, which has assumed cult 
status, and closely related Ford Ka, with an in- 
house tussle also likely with the car’s closely 
related VW group sisters, the Skoda Citigo and 
Seat Mii arriving later in 2012. 

Power for the VW comes from a new genera¬ 
tion three-cylinder 1.0-litre petrol engine, with 
outputs of 60PS (59bhp) and 75 PS (74bhp). 
The ultra-eco BlueMotion Technology version 
(£9,330) averages nearly 70mpg and emits just 
9 6g/km to make it exempt from road tax. 

The Up! is launching in three-door format, 
with a five-door due in the summer and trim lev¬ 
els will be Take Up!, Move Up! and High Up! 

In addition, two special entry models are avail¬ 
able at launch based on the High Up! - called the 
Up! White and Up! Black. You’ll need to trade up 
to Move Up! (£8,970) if you want air con and 
electric front windows.

STRIKER Danny Kedwell is looking forward to 
playing the pantomime villain as Gillingham 
attempt to prove their promotion credentials 
against League Two leaders Crawley Town on 
Boxing Day. 

While the majority of the Gills squad will never 
have played Crawley, their top scorer is expect¬ 
ing a spicy reaction from the Red Devils’ fans. 

The 28-year-old was part of the AFC Wimble¬ 
don side battling with Crawley for promotion 
from the Conference Premier last season. The 
West Sussex club also submitted a bid for Ked¬ 
well midway through the campaign, which was 
rejected by the Dons. 

The forward has scored in his last three ap¬ 
pearances against Crawley and is relishing an 
opportunity to add to his record. 

“It’s a horrible place, to be honest,” he said. 
“They don’t like me because of the bid last 
Christmas and it was turned down. There was a 
bit going on between [the Wimbledon] fans and 
their fans, so I probably won’t get a good recep¬ 
tion, but it brings the best out of me and they’re 
one of the teams I like scoring against. 

“It is a difficult place to go but I’m sure we 
have the quality in our side to go there and com¬ 
pete with them. 

“Now we have our rhythm going and are on a 
good run, I don’t think they’ll be fancying it.” 

Gillingham go into the game full of confidence 
after crushing Bristol Rovers 4-1 last weekend. 
Kedwell scored two penalties to take his goalscor¬ 
ing tally for the season to nine, while the side’s 
unbeaten run was stretched to eight games. 

The decent record is dwarfed by Crawley, who 
have gone 15 games since last tasting defeat in 
September. It has allowed them to move four 
points clear at the top of the table and on course 


for a second successive league championship. 

Town’s deep pockets have been regarded with 
envy in many quarters, but Gills boss Andy Hes- 
senthaler has plenty of respect for his opposite 
number, Steve Evans. 

He said: “I know everybody talks about their 
budget, it’s nothing to do with me but you can 
have all the money in the world but if you don’t 
get the lads playing for you it won’t get results, 
so Steve’s built a good squad. 

“They’ve kept their momentum going and all 
the credit goes to them at the moment, they’re 
the team everybody wants to shoot at. Obviously 
we’ll go there and try to do that.” 


A win would set the Gills up for a bumper fes¬ 
tive points haul, with a trip to basement boys Da¬ 
genham & Redbridge and home game against an 
out of form Aldershot Town to follow.

League probes 
Mos-Devils clash 

THE English Ice Hockey Association (EIHA) is 
investigating the fiery meeting between Invicta 
Dynamos and Cardiff ENL Devils which was 
abandoned last weekend. 

A bad tempered game saw several fights be¬ 
tween the sides on the ice, while a Devils player 
reportedly clashed with a supporter off it. The 
contest, which the Mos were winning 3-1, boiled 
over following a lengthy brawl and the officials 
then had difficulty moving all the players off the 
ice to have it resurfaced. 

The game was called off when Cardiff refused 
to return and it will now be looked into by the 
EIHA. The league have a range of options at their 
disposal depending on their conclusions, includ¬ 
ing awarding the points to either team or having 
the game replayed behind closed doors. 

The Mos' statement said the club regretted 
"the unsatisfactory conclusion of the fixture for 
both fans and players alike", while Mark Cud- 
dihy, Cardiff's head coach, said the decision not 
to return to the ice had been taken because of 
“extraordinary circumstances." 

The club are not in action again until January 
7 and head into the new year fifth in the National 
League Division One South table, 10 points adrift 
of the top four. 

Mos head coach Kevin Parrish, who was un¬ 
able to comment on the Cardiff game, believes 
the squad are well capable of climbing the table. 

He said: “We know we have the potential to 
be a very good team but that needs to turn into 
consistency."

Qualifying setback leaves Barham 
vowing to fulfil great expectations 


Farbrace successor will not have room 
to make big changes to Kent squad 


AFTER suffering the pain of 
narrowly missing out on a 
European Tour card for next 
season Benn Barham has high 
hopes of making amends in the 
new year. 

The Tenterden golfer looked 
on course for one of the 30 full 
cards on offer at the final stage 
of Qualifying School Last week. 
He was in the top 15 after 
four of the six rounds in Spain, 
before fading over the last 36 
holes to finish in 41st place. 

It was a heartbreaking fin¬ 
ish for Barham, who missed 
the start of the year as he 
recovered from having a kidney 
containing a tumour removed. 

The ranking will give the 
35-year-old limited access to 
the elite European Tour next 
year, but the majority of his 
golf will again be played on the

Challenge Tour. 

Although it is not ideal, 
Barham is confident of making 
an impact when the season 
starts next month. 

"It’s still quite raw, the disap¬ 
pointment, but it's something 
I've got to get over," he said. 


"This year was all about 
getting back on my feet and 
finding my form again. I played 
better than expected so my 
expectations are starting to 
rise a bit. Next year will be a 
good one because I'm playing 
well and back fit." 

Barham was concerned 
before going to Spain how he 
would stand up physically to 
six rounds in as many days, but 
it was not a factor in his tum¬ 
ble down the leaderboard. 

He said: "I felt I didn't really 
do much wrong. One shot I 
pitched the ball 131 yards 
instead of 133 and ended up 
going in the water and taking a 
triple bogey. 

“I was absolutely gutted, I 
won't lie. I've got a great family 
around me but golf pays the 
bills, so it's tough to take." 


THE new Kent head coach 
will be expected to work with 
the squad already at the club, 
rather than have the freedom 
to make wholesale changes.

Despite not having a head 
coach so far this winter the 
club have made progress with 
assembling their squad for 
next summer. Ben Harmison 
became their second new sign¬ 
ing of the off-season, agreeing 
a deal on Monday to follow 
Michael Powell into the club. 

The 25-year-old all-rounder, 
younger brother of former Eng¬ 
land seamer Steve Harmison, 
was released by Durham at the 
end of the summer. 

Graham Johnson, Kent's 
chairman of cricket, said: 

"He has a point to prove 
about making the best of his 
undoubted ability and we look 
forward to helping him do 
that. I am sure that all involved 
with Kent will make him very 
welcome."

Racing team’s 
success helps 
charity put kids 
on right track 

Impressive results in debut season 
provide a boost to a project working to 
change perceptions of motocross

MOTOCROSS has a bad image in some quarters 
but a race team from Kent is helping to promote 
the work of an inspirational charity which uses 
the sport to help young people from underprivi¬ 
leged backgrounds. 

For the past 11 years the Motocross Challenge 
Project (MXCP) has provided children aged 7-17 
with a taste of the sport, combined with educa¬ 
tional classes. 

Based on a site in the hills above Dover, it 
has been hugely successful and now sees about 
1,000 youngsters every year. 

Ric Newton, who set up MXCP with his wife 
Charlotte in 2000, believes motocross is often 
misunderstood and can be a powerful tool to in¬ 
still discipline and respect. 

“In recent years it’s had a bad press with easy 
access to mini motos and pit bikes which you can 
buy on the internet for a few hundred pounds, 
but they’re ridden in the wrong way,” he said. 

“I think it’s tarnished everyone and caused 
problems but I know why they want to ride. We 
don’t want to stop kids getting involved with 
motorcycles, but we want to instill safety and 
respect. 



“I think the way young people are now is so 
different to how it used to be. When I was 12 1 
could fix my own bike and care for it, now they 
just seem to care for their Playstation and have 
lost respect for things. I think this project helps 
because we also form a bond with the parents.” 

The charity works with the youngsters during 
the week and is funded by opening to the general 
public on Saturdays. 

To spread MXCP’s work, this year Newton, 
a former regional motocross champion, put to¬ 
gether a race team for the first time. Made up of 
riders who had been introduced to the sport at 
their facility, the three-strong team exceeded ex¬ 


pectations to claim two runners-up spots and a 
top-10 finish in the regional championship. 

Ryan Matthews was one of the riders to finish 
second in his class. The 22-year-old from Ram¬ 
sgate has a long history with MXCP, starting out 
as one of the first to come through the project be¬ 
fore later returning as an instructor after being 
unable to find an apprenticeship after college. 

He said: “It’s a special place, the young peo¬ 
ple love it and it’s great for self-confidence and 
building people up. 

“ With a six week course there ’ s guys who come 
in with no confidence and by the end they’re in¬ 
tegrating with the rest and it just brings them 
on. The riding is the carrot, they do their educa¬ 
tional stuff and then go out and ride.” 

Matthews will form part of the TryMotox.com 
team next year and hopes to go on and compete 
at a national level, which would provide a boost 
to MXCP’s exposure. 

Newton, 40, intends to announce the new 
team next month and believes there is the poten¬ 
tial for it to enjoy plenty of success. 

He said: “I have high hopes for Ryan and I’ll 
support him as much as I can. With the other 
guys it’ll be a chance to get them competing at a 
high level so they can move on to bigger things. 
There’s a lot of young talent I’ve seen locally.” 


RUGBY UNION 

Canterbury top of the class but other 
half-term reports say ‘must do better’ 


THE county's rugby sides all have a three-week 
break over the festive period, but the mood in 
clubhouses across Kent will be contrasting after 
a mixed first half of the season. 

Nowhere will be more jovial than Merton 
Lane, with Canterbury looking odds-on to win 
the National 3 London & SE title.

"We're very pleased and couldn’t have asked for 
a lot more. We set high standards and while the 
results have been good, some of the perform¬ 
ances against teams near the bottom have been 
a bit sloppy. That’s nit-picking, though." 

TJs will still fancy their chances of at least 
finishing second to reach the play-offs and keep 
hopes of a fourth successive promotion intact. 

Blackheath have bounced back from a slow 


start to the National 1 campaign to climb into 
the top six, but Westcombe Park head into the 
new year propping up National 2 South and will 
need an improvement in the new year to avoid 
tumbling through the trapdoor. 

Relegation concerns will also trouble Deal 
& Betteshanger and Tunbridge Wells, who are 
both in London 2 South East's bottom three. 
Thanet Wanderers are also vulnerable after four 
wins in 14 London 1 South games. 

There is plenty of optimism elsewhere, 
though, with Aylesford Bulls third in the division 
alongside another strong run in the Intermediate 
Cup. 

Folkestone and Medway have made excellent 
starts to the London 3 South East campaign 
and the pair will resume in January as part of a 
three-way battle for the title with Crowborough.

NON-LEAGUE FOOTBALL

Playing on the 
merry-go-round 

IT'S the final Non-League Foot¬ 
ball column of 2011 and if you've 
spent the last 12 months in a medically- 
induced coma there's good news and bad. 

Kim Jong-il is dead, but Tulisa Con- 
tostavlos' career isn't. The News of the 
World has gone, but the Daily Mail's still 
here and, if you support a non-league 
team in Kent, you may struggle to recog¬ 
nise your own players. 

One of the contradictions of the semi- 
pro game is that while its supporters tend 
to be more loyal than those who follow 
bigger clubs, players don't stay put for 
long. 

The career of the average non-league 
footballer follows a predictable trajectory. 

At school, most were better than their 
peers and some will have been part of a 
professional youth set-up, but after failing 
to make the grade they either pack the 
game up or drift into non-league, typically 
playing for at least half a dozen progres¬ 
sively weaker clubs by the time they hit 
30. 

Looking at a starting line-up from 12 
months ago and comparing it with the XI 
the same team started with last week 
demonstrates the transient nature of the 
non-league game, particularly when a 
manager leaves. 

A year ago Dover were buoyant under 
Martin Hayes, having knocked Gillingham 
and Aldershot out of the FA Cup, but just 
two players who started their final game 
of 2010 began last Saturday's game at 
Staines. 

There were only two survivors from 
Maidstone's 1-1 draw with Tooting last 
year at Worthing on Saturday and at 
Sittingbourne only three started under 
both Gary Abbott a year ago at Horsham 
YMCA and Joe Dowley last week against 
Burgess Hill. 

Even at clubs with managerial stability 
there are multiple changes. A relatively 
consistent seven of the team that began 
Ebbsfleet's 2-1 win over Dartford on 
December 28 last year also started at 
Grimsby last week, but just four of the 
Darts starting XI that day played from the 
beginning against Dorchester. 

Even allowing for injuries, suspensions 
and selection whims, the overall pattern is 
one of almost constantly evolving squads, 
in an environment where four-year deals 
are almost unheard of, there are no trans¬ 
fer windows and where players tend to 
follow managers around. 

Many players will also be badly let 
down by clubs during their careers, 
usually over unpaid wages. Most fans 
understand this and few begrudge those 
good enough to earn a wage from the 
game the right to move on, even though 
they'd never consider switching allegiance 
themselves. 

The fan-player dynamic is therefore a 
bit like a Katie Price marriage: passionate 
but slightly artificial and usually 
over in 12 months.
